Daniel S. Boyer, 64, 
Lake Villa Citizen Dies 
Following Short Illness 

Served Johns-Manville Cp. 
35 Years; Planned to Run" 
For Legislature 

Daniel S. Boyer, 64, of Cedar 
Crest Acres, Lake Villa, widely 
known throughout Lake county 1 , 
died Tuesday r at Victory Memorial; 
hospital in Waukegan, where he un^ 
derwent an operation for appendici- 
tis just a week previous. 

He seemed to improve following 
she operation but the day before 
his death ; he suffered a relapse, 

Mr. Boyer's death* occurred on the 
eve of his retirement as. sales .exe- 
cutive of the Johns-Manville Corp. 
with which he had been associated 
35* years. 

Friends said that through his in 7 
terest in politics he had planned to 
announce his candidacy for state 
delegate on the Republican ticket' in 
the 1950 elections.

Ten Per Cent for lllinoisans 

Illinois motorists scored their 
heaviest season" of summer vacation 
travel in history as they' exceeded 
by more than 10 per cent the pre- 
vious all-time record motor travel 
during 1948, Charles, M. , Hayes; 
president of "the Chicago Motor 
Club, reported^ today. 

Routing requests of the Chicago 
Motor Club's touring bureau in- 
creased 10 per. cent over last sum- 
mer. Complete tabulations for Au- 
' gust are almost certain to" boost the 
average increase for the entire sum- 
mer to 15 percent. 

Lengthy motor trips by Illinois 
residents to; destinations averaging 
1000 miles also rose sharply, as re- 
flected by an increased summer at- 
tendance of 25 1 per cent at National 
Parks.

A short lime ago an explosion followed by fire 
occurred in the largest hospital in Evansville, Indiana.

The Difference 

"A news article, date lined from Paris, in the 
New York Herald Tribune, tells of the findings of 
two 'Norwegian trade union delegations which recent- 
ly made a first-hand study of American and Soviet 
living standards. 

To buy a kilogram (2.2 pounds) of rye bread, 
wheat flour, or sugar, the survey found, the American 
working man needs only nine to 12 minutes of pro- 
duction time. The Soviet worker in the state steel and 

food factories must work from half a day to two days 
to earn the money. To buy a kilo of. beef, the Ameri- 
can worker puts in about 70 minutes at his job—^and 
the Russian five days! 

This is typical of the difference between a free 
economy and a regimented economy. In Russia, for 
instance, workers must patronize state-owned retail 
stores. Everything is strictly rationed — save for some

This scientist, the paper said, 
is an ignoramus." 

The biologist, Izvestla said 
really was a former pro-Czarist 
officer who had managed to worm 
his way into Soviet science circles. 

S.D. Antipin, chief of the de- 
partment of biology and the Kish- 
inev medical institute, was the 
challenged scientist. 

Izvestia said he had advanced 
this theory: 

Man's greatest tragedy oc- 
curred when he ceased to walk 
on all fours and cut himself off 
from the' animal world by assum- 
ing an erect position. If man had 
continued to walk horizontally, and 
rabbits had learned to walk ver- 
tically, ' many of the world's ills 
would not exist. 

Attacks- Scientist'' 

Boris Lavrenev, Izvestla writer, 
scrutinized Afttipin's career, and 
said he is a former soldier in 
Admiral Kolchak's White Guards, 
-fought the Red army and then, 
when Kolchak was defeated, man- 
aged to pass himself off as a 
"biologist." 

, -i Lavrenev said . Antipin taught 
| at I various medical. and,> veterinar- 
ian institutions until- he landed his 
job as a department head at Kish- 
inev. 

Citing some choice Antiplnlsms, 
Lavrenev quoted," "Every four- 
legged animal excells man. Since 
man raised his head up, he lost 
his sense of smell and by using 
artificial meat grinders instead 
of his own" teeth he has weakened 
his chewing equipment." 

Because t>f man's vertical posi- 
tion his internal organs are piled 
one atop another like the floors 
"of a building, Antipin held, and 
his lungs are not properly venti- 
lated, hence he is subject to tu- 
berculosis. 

"As the descendant of a four- 
legged animal, man is constructed 
on the horizontal .principle and 
thus, by becoming vertical, he is 
as curious as a steam engine, roll- 
ing along on its back wheels," Anti- 
pin was\quoted. -, 
Dislikes Mouth 
Lavrenev said. Antipin was es- 
pecially displeased with the human 
mouth and fulminated against'

LOUISVILLE, KY— The army be- 
lieves Chloromycetin will make the 
country much safer against ty- 
phoid in wartime. 

This was indicated by Col. Wil- 
liam Spencer Stone, Washington, 
chief of army medical research, 
who came here to discuss com- 
municable-disease control in a 
lecture sponsored by Alpha Omega 
Alpha, medical fraternity of the 
University of Louisville school of 
medicine. Colonel Stone was grad- 
uated at the U. of L. medical school 
in 1029. 

Colonel Stone pointed out that 
enteric diseases— those transmitted 
by food or water— are being given 
special attention by army research- 
ers. The diseases have low inci- 
dence now, he said, but if safe- 
guards such as water and milk 
controls were lifted, the number 
of cases would skyrocket because 
the population has developed little 
Immunity. 

In a similar situation, a break- 
down of water sanitation caused 
5,000 cases of typhoid in Berlin after 
World War II. 

Drug Fights Typhoid 

Chloromycetin would play a big 
role in cose of a similar threat to 
the health of the people in the 
U. S. Should water protection fail, 
the drug could hold the fort against 
typhoid until-, proper, purification 
safeguards, could be set up again. 

Chloromycetin is rapidly being 
developed to the point where it 
can conquer these diseases in two 
days: Typhoid, typhus, Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever, undulnnt 
fever, and others.

NEW YORK — Up - and- - coming 
young dentists like Herbert Abrnm- 
son believe the practico of den- 
tistry calls for more than merely 
putting the victim In the chair and 
then drilling and filling to their 
heart's content; nowadays, says 
Abramson, a dentist deserving of 
tho name should study and analyze 
■his patient's dreams and delve 
Into his digestion In addition to 
surveying hi bicuspids— and use 
hypnosis, If he can. to give proper 
treatment. 

Studies Patients' Emotions 

Abramson, himself, makes quite 
a bit out of tho medical histories 
of patients, their digestion and 
their emotional problems. He said 
bad indigestion affects the Juices 
In the mouth; which in turn eat 
furiously at the teeth. Emotional 
upsets do the some thing while 
they also ore producing bumper 
crops of ulcers. Medical histories 
are useful, because persons with 
heart trouble should be treated 
moro delicatoly than those who 
appear to be normal physically. 

A dentist who really wants to 
go aU the way for his patient can 
take a tip from Abramson and 
supply entertainment along with 
drilling, poking, pulling and brush- 
ing. He claims his patients have as 
much fun as they would in a night 
club, what with all tho amusements 
he provides them.

'< He's got a television sot, a

of whiskey on hand to divert his 
[fidgety patients. Along with all 
jhis dental equipment, he's got 
hundreds of records, most of them 
products of the Atlantic Record- 
ing company, of which he is cb- 
hcad, and sometimes he manages 
to sell a record or two while ho is 
making a solid-gold inlay. 

"We can't make dentistry com- 
jpletely painless," Abramson said, 
!"so we're trying' to moke it pleas- 
ant. I find with radio and television, 
too, I'm not bothered with having 
to try to translate the gurglings of 
patients when their mouths aro 
full of instruments."

Military Per Cemetery 

WASHINGTON — Visitors to 
Arlington National cemetery 
and its tomb of the Unknown 
Soldiers know, if they listened 
to their guide, that not far 
away is a small burial plot for 
pets— the friends of military 
men and mascots of whole 
battalions. 

It was started back in World 
War I when in 1918 a nonde- 
script dog whose name has now 
been forgotten died., The men in 
the Third Cavalry burled him 
In a secluded part of ,Fort 
Myer, which adjoins the na- 
tional cemetery.

Dentist£arns$100 f 000 
In 11 Months Under 
British Medical Plan 

EDINBURGH, SCOTLAND— For 
11 months* dental work, one Scot- 
tish dentist earned 25,000 pounds 
—the equivalent of $100,000 in 
Amorican money — under Britain's 
socialized - medicine plan. 

This was disclosed by Sir Wil- 
liam Marshall, chairman of the 
Lanark County Health Service 
Executive council, at a meeting of 
the Dental Estimates board. 

Under the National Health Ser- 
vice, dentists submit a bill to the 
government for each patient 
treated. The patient does not have 
to pay for treatment. 

The government pays the dentist 
according to the number of pa- 
tients under his care and the kind 
of treatment given. 

Commenting on the case, Sir 
William said: "It Is hard to be- 
lieve that the patients received 
the painstaking careful attention 
which we have a right to expect 
in our service."

Their , arrest, Carney said, is an' 
example of what all violators may! 
expect. 

"I don't care who the Individual* 
is. If he breaks the game law, he 
will be arrested and the law ap- 
plied to him." ' ! 

Carney concluded by advising all 
hunters and fishermen in the area 
to study the game and fish laws 
carefully before going afield.
